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Forty-two percent of births to immigrants are
to illegal alien mothers. In 2005, births to illegal
aliens will account for one in 10 births in the
United States.

In the three months following the announcement
of the Administration’s willingness to permit
foreigners already working inside the United
States to participate in its temporary worker
program,thenumberofillegalaliensapprehended
along the southwestern border soared 25 percent
over the same period during the previous year.
